OUR STANDARDS GO UP 
“Every man in America who works,” say s Sen­ 
ator C. C. Dill of Washington, “should be able to 
earn enough to have a good home with electric 
lights, modern conveniences and a radio. They 
should be able to educate their children, p utting 
them at least through high school, and this with­ 
out unnecessary sacrifice.” 
This remark, made during a sp eech recently 
before the Washington State Federation of La­ 
bor, is an ap t illustration of the way in which 
standards of living in this country have risen 
during the p resent century . 
W hat Senator Dill is say ing is th at the little 
lux uries of life ought to be widesp read, and 
should not be confined to a fortunate few. It 
is a view in which most p eop le will agree; y et 
it is worth remembering th at almost no one held 
such ideas a generation or so ago. 
In former times it was taken for granted that 
the average man, the wage-earner, would be able 
to keep a roof over his head and get enough to 
eat — but that was the ex tent of it. Conveni­ 
ences, lux uries, refinements, they were defi­ 
nitely for the well-to-do. The ordinary man 
could not hop e to p ossess them. No one, in p ic­ 
turing an "ideal civilization, imagined that it 
would be advisable to have such things enjoy ed 
by all. 
But the last three decades have brought great 
changes. Henry Ford, p robably , is largely resp on­ 
sible. He took the automobile, a lux ury among 
lux uries, and made it available for every one. 
Manufacturers of other commodities in the same 
class followed suit. Modern bathroom fix tures, 
radios, vacuum cleaners, electric refrigerators — 
these and many other things began to become 


the p rop erty of the wage earner as well as of the 
high-salaried white-collar man. 
The result has been a definite, substantial rise 
in the general standard of living. We no longer 
ex p ect a man to be satisfied with inferior hous­ 
ing facilities and inferior comforts just because 
he works in a factory or a shop . The barrier be­ 
tween rich and p oor is not as high as it used to 
be. 
All of which means th at our whole p op ulation 
has taken a long step up ward. We still have p ov­ 
erty and want, of course; but our fundamental 
attitude toward these things have changed. In 
th at fact lies much hop e for the future.

Senator Norris of Nebraska is 
a progressiv e Republican who 
supported President RooseVelt in 
the 19 3 2 campaign and since has 
ben one of the most enthusiastic 
supporters of the “ new deal.” 
With party lines so obliterated 
at the start, it would seem that 
the present is an ex cellent time 
to rid the congressional slate of 
its perennial proposal for a ma­ 
jor reform. 
The question of abolition of 
the electoral college fire was 
raised as far back as J anuary 4, 
1826 . The proposal for direct 
election of the President and 
v ice president was offered in the 
house by McManus of New York. 
The mov e was induced by the 
result of the presidential election 
of 1824 when Andrew J ackson, 
although receiv ing the largest 
popular v ote, was defeated in the 
house of representativ es. 


Under the electoral sy stem as 
now constituted it is possible for 
a President to be elected al­ 
though receiv ing fewer popular 
v otes than his oponent. 
Rutherford B. Hay es became 
President in 1876 under such cir­ 
cumstances. Later, in 1888, Ben­ 
iamin 
Harrison 
entered 
the 
White House in similar fashion. 
From 1826 to 1889 , the y ear af­ 
ter Harrison became President, 
the same proposition for direct 
election of the President and v ice 
^resident in v arious forms was 
presented some 3 4 times. 
From 1889 to 19 28, the record 
shows that 5 3 attempts hav e 
been made to change the ex ist­ 
ing method. 
Representativ e Lea took up 
the fight in 19 28 and has pushed 
it in ev ery congress since.
